('apt. Farley wrote a letter to the 
jailcg of Mason county to-day ex- 
plaining why warrant* are not being 
paid by the State, and he give* 

some pertinent and timely statements 
regarding the financial condition of 
the State at this time. The letter is 
a* follows 

The lion. W. W. Iivian. -Jailer of 
Mason (’ouuly, Maysville, Ky. 
Dear Sir Your loiter of the 1 »*» h 
inst , informing me that you hold 
auditor's warrant No 70S7, of May 
. r >th, ltfOH, for $520.30 which you 
put in bank for collection, and which 
was returned unpaid, received. 

I regret that funds are so low in 
the treasury at this time that we are 
unable to pay many of the warrants 
that are issued for the maintenance 
of the charitable institutions, pentit 
entaric* etc., and they take prece 
denoe over the other character of 
warrants. The reason for the short- 
age of money at this time in simply 



1 '>!*♦». where the incoming adminis- 
tration at that time found no money 
on hand and nearly a million dollars 
of outstanding warrants past due, 
and you will remember that an extra 
session of the Legi-latute bad to be 
called at that time, and interest-bear- 
ing warrant- authorized issued to 
meet the dilemma.

qualities, he was scarcely 30 years old 
when he was recognised as the lead- 
ing Democratic editor of Minnesota. 

The governors first political contest 

fame In 18*4. whan he was nominated 
for the state senate, but although he 
made a gallant fight he waa not able 
to overcome the gw^upllcan majority. 
In 1S6|, nominated to the state senate 
again, be made a lively campaign on 
state issues, and this time victory was 
with him. He served through two ses-

One evening while going through » 
street In a Japanese town. Yokohama. 

1 heard a clanking sound at regular In- 
tervals, and l'«md It was mode by a 
maxi who Jmt he walked along wan 
striking a sort of sword on the ground 
At the cun'-uMlon two plates of 
bronze or braaa were driven together 
making a metallic clang 1 was tola 
that he vat a watchman, paid by con- 
trlhuriona of a few sen a month front 
the households along the way As he 
g'»-s about, clanging his sword. It la a 
comfortable assurance to these pe<> i 
pie that all Is well 

This watchman la for fire chiefly, 
as the house* of the Japanese town 
are mostly oN of wood, and a fire 
once started means widespread de- 
struction before It can be got under 
control. 

On a little cart are also carfled 
two folding screens of asbestos, atsitrt 
five feet high with which the men pro- 
tect themselves when facing the firs 
To anyone familiar with the zfmenean 
fire departments the whole outfit 
teems like a toy

The i toller department will much 
fetter bear comparison with thoss of 
other countr.es than the fire depart 
pient. 

I was told that about 126 police be- 
long to each station house Thetr 
names are written on tittle Murks of 
wood. In rod on one side and black on 
the oth«»r The men are on duty In 
the station h uis>- for two hours and 
outside for two hours and the little 
b nrka an- tuni««d as they ornne In or 
glTout, the rv-d or black showing the 
superintendent at a glance just where 
the men are 

NVe were .-flown the cells, which 
wrr»- about ten f»»*t square fairly 
light, very .Ury, and Immaculately 
Clean Ther<- were but live pritvnier* 
at the Ktatlon house all detained for 
petty .offense* rickshaw men ; over- 
charging and similar arraignments 
Thetr uaoiw were on little w.sslen 
tags hung outside the door Thess 
were turned Inside, however and upon 
no consideration to be looked at ex- 
cept by the proper authority The 
side that Is clear has only the date of 
Incarceration and length of sentence 
printed on it. 

The guard o[>en*»d a couple of occu- 
pied cells showing the prisoners one 
man alone In one cell, while three 
together were In the other They 
looked very comfortable kneeling on 
straw mats, which ore also thetr beds.

While on our tour of Inspection the

The corridors of cells were arranged 
fike the spokes of a wheel, one war- 
den stttlag on a platform that was tb« 
hub Labor is Raved In this way. for 
one man can watch five corridors of 
2* oeMo each, making In all 140. There 
ar>- two of these wheels built In the 
Inner court of the prison, so that 280 
cell* ar*- watched by two men. who sit 
on revolving stools and by turning, 
can take in at a glance the five cor- 
ridors Intrusted to their vigilance 

A head warden sits between the two 
wheels and rfatntatns a general super- 
vision, so that practically the entire 
number of prisoner* are wa'ched by 
L . t 1 ree men 

It re Is another inclosure where 
there are cells for punishment ,Th«* 
most severe form Is the dark cell, 
where prisoners are punished for in- 
subordination They cannot be con- 
fined In this coll for more than 11 -lavs 
at a time. 

The cell for the mxt less severe 
punishment has a little light so In 
gradation, there are several cells for 
varying degrees of punishment 

The prisoners all work in different 
shops at basket-weaving, making mats, 
Iron utensils and all ->orts of things for 
which there is a ready market Th-v 
work from A 30 a m until 11 when 
they have their midday meal This t* 
principally rice, and quickly eaf«m. 
T’ntll 12 they rest (sitting comfortably 
on straw mats). a 

Advantage Is taken of this time for 
one of the four resident chaplains to 
give the prisorers a talk The day ! 
visited the prison It was luring this 
midday rest, and the men In two large 
work-rooms were sitting quietly listen 
tng to a Buddhist priest Standing be- 
fore a small altar, that looked like a 
reading desk he was placed in a pas- 
sageway between the two rooms, thus 
enabling the men in both rooms to 
hear him He was talking earnestly, 
probably [jointing out the error of 
their ways and exhorting them to lead 
better lives in the future 

Every than Is credited with & certain 
amount of wages for the work he ih»-s, 
and the money given to him when he 
ts discharged so that he does not leave 
the prison penniless 

Every method seemed most humane 
and the prisoners treated with kind- 
ness in every way The same consid- 
eration In regard to revealing their 
identify Is practiced here, as in the 
police stations Outside . f each man's

Th*- selection of Senator Henry C 
! Lodg*' as permanent chairman of the 
| Republican national convention was 
I formally approved at a moating of the 
committee on ptrmanc-nt organization 
and It was agreed that all of the oth* r 
temporary officers of the c*nvention 
named on the floor Tuesday should be 
made permanent Therefore when the 
convention assembled on Wednesday 
to hear the report* of the various com 
mitteeB. rlenator Igydge was In the 
chair prepared to dtrect the delibera- 
tions of the great quadrennlaJ gather- 
ing to its close 

Incidental to the convening of the 
delegate* an Inspiring scene was 
presented when the many marching 
clubs, which have gathered her*- from 
various parts of the country for the

Th*- marching clubs assembled on 
Michigan avenue at the foof of Adams 
street, opposite the Art Institute, 
marched down Michigan avenue to pu 
J franc*- "H" of the convention hall, tnt*> 
the hall, up the aisle, and out at en 
I trafid' “D” on Wabash avenue, each 
! vlelng with the other In efforts to cre- 
ate the rmmt enthusiasm. 

Probably the most Important art of 
1 the ifav. and the nn- having greatest 
significance on th* final result of 'he 
I convention, was the adoption of the 
I report of the committee on credentials 
I seating the Taft delegations practl- 
| call.v In toto If there had been any 
| lingering doubt of the Tatf strength it 
disappeared before this decisive ae 
tlon, which In effect placed upward of 
700 delegates in the Taft column. 
Squally Important, and even more re 
markable, was the final acceptance of 
this result by the allies without the 
formality of a dissenting minority re^ 
port, altd without carrying the nueM 
tlon to tho floor of the convention for 
the open fight which had been long 
threatened. Instead of tfiis all fur- 
ther opposition Beenied to crumble 
Those who had promised trouble quiet 
ly accepted the Inevitable. 

After the convention had been called 
to ordkr the Rev. William O Waters 
Of Chicago delivered an earnest prayer 
for divine guidance in the affairs of 
the day Senator I*odge, In accepting 
the chairmanship of the convention, 
made a hrtef speech thanking the del 
egates for the high honor they had 
oonferred upon him. concluding with 
the following appeal to the nation’s 
electorate: 

"We ask for the confidence and sup- 
port of the Amertcau people because 
we have met the problems of the day 
and have tried patiently to solve them.
